REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art of 
record considered as a whole alone or in combination neither anticipates nor renders 
obvious, a fluid port ejecting a pressurized fluid to peripheral portion of the substrate to 
remove the substrate from the elastic pad when the substrate is positioned below a 
lower surface of the retaining ring and is held by the substrate holding device such that 
the substrate is in contact with the substrate holding surface except for the peripheral 
portion of the substrate, in combination with the rest of the limitations in claim 31 . 
Yilmaz et al reference discloses the above limitation, however, the effective application 
filing date of the present application is 17 October 2003 that is prior to the filling date of 
15 November 2004 of Yilmaz et al reference .
